A similar survey conducted in Fayette County by a com­ 
petent man resulted in the disclosure of facts which left no 
doubt as to the needs for hospital service in this county. 
Literally hundreds of other cities and counties, not larger 
and many not so large, as Fayette County have hospital 
service that is proving of great help to those communities. 
Many of them in Ohio are now planning huge additions or 
improvements to meet increasing hospital demands. 
Fayette County can have just as good a hospital and just 
as efficient hospital service as any other community if the 
people desire it and show that desire enough to work for it. 
No hospital probably is IOO percent efficient. 
There are 
mistakes made and difficulties encountered in every one. 
But if a hospital is only 75 percent or even 50 percent effi­

One 
of the most dangerous of 
the many crisis which are threat- 
eninf international peace is that 
growing out of the dispute 
over 
whether unrestricted Jewish im­ 
migration should be permitted in­ 
to Palestine. 
This of course involves the his­ 
toric question of the establishment 
of a Jewish national home in the 
Holy Land. 
A host of homeless 
Jews in Europe—refugees 
from 
the Hitlerian storm—are crying 
for 
a 
raising 
of the 
barriers. 
Arabs in Palestine and in neigh­ 
boring countries are offering bit­ 
ter 
opposition—and 
threats of 
armed strife are in the air. 
The situation demands 
quick 
adjustment, but it bristles with 
complications. The British gov­ 
ernment, which holds the man­ 
date for Palestine, 
is trying to 
handle this hot potato, 
and 
the 
matter 
has been the 
subject of 
conversations 
between 
London 
and Washington. There has been 
a growing feeling in England that 
the United States should share in 
the 
responsibility 
of 
trying to 
reach a solution. 
Well 
informed circles are ex­ 
pecting the British government to 
make a statement ¡n the immed­ 
iate future. Whether this will re­ 
late to the exchanges with Wash­ 
ington remains to be seen. 
This 
column 
yesterday sug­ 
gested 
that the Javanese revolt 
against Dutch rule, and the na­ 
tive 
rebellion 
in 
French-Indo 
China, 
might well be taken up 
by the new’ world security organ­ 
ization for settlement. The ques­ 
tion of 
self-determination 
is a 
logical 
one 
to come befor1 all 
the United Nations. 
There na­ 
turally 
would have to be media­ 
tion by some country, to halt the 
fighting and preserve the status 
quo, pending the time when the 
security 
organization 
gets into 
full action. 
Why 
shouldn’t 
a similar pro­ 
gram be applied to the Palestine 
difficulty? 
Certainly there could 
be no better jury before which to 
lay the case than the full assem­ 
bly of the new league of nations. 
As a matter of fact, any matter 
affecting 
the Palestine mandate 
naturally would fall to the secur­ 
ity organization as successor to 
the league of nations which orig­ 
inally granted 
the mandate 
to 
Britain. 
This idea doesn't involve an y 
suggestion that Britain be asked 
to surrender 
the mandate. The 
point 
is that the problem of the 
Jewish 
national 
home has got 
too big and complicated for an y 
one country to handle. Indeed, it 
is doubtful if the decision of any 
single country would be accepted 
by both sides to the controversy. 
Should it be decided 
that the 
question should come before the 
general 
assembly of the United 
Nations 
as soon as that body is 
established, then the urgent need 
now 
would be for mediation to 
preserve the status quo until the 
assembly 
could 
function. 
Who 
would mediate? Perhaps we shall 
have an answer to that when we 
get the expected 
British 
state­ 
ment.

Disord er Affecting the Lymp h 
Glands 


ST HER MAN N. BUNDE.SFN. M D. 


T IIK K E are a number of serious 
disorder* whirh alfect the lymph 
glands throughout the body. These 
glands aid in combating infections. 
There is, however, a more or les* 
harmless 
or 
benign 
condition 
known as infectious mononucleosia 
w'hich 
also 
affects 
the 
lymph 
glands in the hotly. This disease is 
also ( ailed glandular fever. 
It is a disorder which comes on 
suddenly, producing many symp­ 
toms such as fever, sore throat, en­ 
largement of the lymph glands, the 
spleen and the liyer, and an in- 
erense in the number of white cell* 
in the blood known as lymphocytes. 


Cause Unknown 
The exact cause of this condi­ 
tion is not known. However, there 
are some who suspect that it may 
t»e due to an infection with such 
germs as the streptococcus, sta­ 
phylococcus or perhaps a virus, 
that is, an organism so small that 
it will pas* through the openings 
in a porcelain filter. 
The disease may occur at any 
time of life, but most of those af­ 
fected are either children or young 
adults. Men seem to have the con­ 
dition more often than wqmcn. The 
disease seems to be more prevalent 
in the springtime. 


Several Types 
Several types of infectious mono- 
nueleosis have been described. In 
one type, the lymph gland enlarge­ 
ment is the most noticeable symp­ 
tom. In the second type, sore throat 
and fever are ouR landing. In the 
third type there is fever, headache, 
a feeling of sickness and a ski . 
rash. The disorder may be mild or 
severe. Sometimes it may persist 
for weeks or months. 
In some instances, there may be 
stiff neck, diarrhea, pains in tho 


joints, nosebleed, itching of the 
skin and earache. In two out of 
three patients, enlargement of the 
spleen can be detected. 


Paol-Bunnell Te*t 
There is a test known as the 
Paul-Bunnell reaction, which may 
t»e carried out to aid in making a 
diagnosis. The test is made ¿ y mix- 
ing the blood cells from sheep with 
the blood serum from patients sus­ 
pected of having infectious mono­ 
nucleosis. If the disease is present, 
the blood serum will cause the red 
cef?S to form into clumps. 
Up to the present time no par­ 
ticular type of treatment fo r in­ 
fectious mononucleosis has been 
discovered which will speed reco v ­ 
ery. On the other hand, the disease 
is rarely, if ever, a dangerous one, 
but knowledge of it is important 
because of the likelihood of con­ 
fusing it with other more serious 
conditions.

E. M.: Is it all right to get a 
permanent wave in the eighth 
month of pregnancy? Would it 
harm the baby ? 
Answer: There ia apparently no 
reason why a permanent wave 
should not be given at the eighth 
month of pregnancy. It certainly 
would not affect the baby in any 
way.

B. C.: I have had my eyes exam­ 
ined and was told that I have spots 
on the lens of my eyes. What can 
be done for this condition? 
Answer: It is possible that you 
have what is known as congenital 
cataracts, and that some operative 
treatment will be needed to re­ 
move the difficulty. A physician 
should be consulted concerning the 
advisability of such an operation.

What we need for defense is a 
scientific army for this scientific 
age. First there should be a single 
department 
of the armed forces 
with a co-equal air force to fight

Fossilized 
ideas

youth 
drafts should be shoved out with 
the fossils, and a new enlightened 
spirit generated 
throughout our 
defense system. This armed force 
should not be “small" or "large" 
but enough.
